The glare of a bright red light, now ap­ 
pearing suddenly and aa swiftly passing 
away, caught the eyes of a Press reporter, 
whose duties had called him late one Satur­ 
day night to the extreme northern qnd of 
Eighth street. While the pedestrian was 
wondering whether the light he observed 
was the gleam of a dark lantern or the 
glowing charcoals in the furnace of one of 
the innumerable hot sausage venders who 
infest the streets of the city, a peculiar 
cry, the like of which he had never heard 
before, pierced the ioky blackness above 
and smote upon his ear like the wierd cry 
of some forlorn night bird. The cry was : 
“ Pep—pre-e-e pot I” “ Pep—pre-e-e-e 
pot!” 
The first syllable of the unintelligible 
word or phrase was uttered in a tone that 
might have proceeded from the month of 
some stalwart horn blower. The elevation 
of tone necessary to emit the second sylla­ 
ble of the cry was tremendous. However, 
to the mysterious voice octave seemed to 
be but mere playthings, and with vocal 
stride it appeared to span with ease the 
whele gamut from the lowest to the highest 
note. After holding that marvelous “ pre- 
e-e-e” in a piping trémulo for what seemed 
an interminable length of time, the voice 
suddenly descended upon the last syllable, 
cutting it off with a sound like the clack­ 
ing of a whip, 
THE TEPPER-POT VENDER. 
Approaching the spot whence the glare 
aud the cry proceeded, the reporter found 
himself in the presence of one of Phila­ 
delphia's peculiar institutions. A long 
cylindrical can, beneath which was a glow­ 
ing charcoal fire, and from the edges of 
whose lid rolled clouds of eavory steam— 
this wa3 all that at first could be observed. 
But presently in the darkness behind the 
can appeared the outlines of a buxom col­ 
ored woman, black as ebony, and with a 
countenance expressive of a kindly feeling. 
“ What have you got there, aunty?” 
ashed tho reporter, indicating with a gest­ 
ure the can suspended from her stalwart 
shoulders. 
“ Pep—pree-ee—pat 1” screamed the 
African, without tl.o ka6t abatement of 
tone or intensity o' sound. 
“ Hab some, sah?” she continued in an 
ordinary tone of voice. “ Its berry good.” 
The scribe ascented, and the woman pro­ 
ceeded to ladle out a bowlful oi the black- 
lookiDg mixture. 
“ You can’t get no peppery-pot like dia 
iu all Philadclphy,” continued the black 
vender of the blacker soup as sho gave her 
iadlo a last shake agjinst the edge of the 
bowl. “ Di3!ere am made’cordin to my 
own receep which I larned befo’ de wah, 
way down in Alsbam’. Same folks say dat 
all you has to do is to cut up some tripe 
and peppers and weg’tables and throw ’em 
in a pot with a little water to boil, but I 
knows better’n dat, an’ I wudn’t tell my 
resoripshuu for no amount of money.” 
A SAVORY DIS1I. 
By this time the intrepid adventurer had 
half emptied the bowl oi pepper pot, find­ 
ing it to be really savory and enjoyable, 
using a battered pewter spoon in the oper­ 
ation of transferring tlie mixture from the 
dish to the month. Returning the bowl to 
its garrulous owner, inquiry was made : 
“ How did you learn the receipt ‘ down in 
Alabama ? ’ I thought they didn’t know 
how to make pepper pot in ths South. 
“ Oh, yes dcy do,” returned the colored 
woman, “ dcy knows more down dere in a 
minit dan you folks do in a week. Why, 
when I was a slave down at old Massa 
Gibson’s plantation, I used to know mo’ 
about cooking an’ sweeping an’ nnssingdan 
de whole ruck of cullud trash dat libbed 
up No’th. Dem was de good ole days, an’ 
I ncbber ’spect to be so happy no mo’ in 
all my life. To think dat I shud live to 
see de little gal dat I use to nuss a-wan- 
d’ring about on dese busy streets, wid’out 
’nough muney to buy a loaf of bread for 
herself an’ my ole massa, why it makes me 
wish I’d nebber been born.” There were 
tears in the eyes of the kind-hearted old 
woman as she finished her exclamation, 
and, suppressing what sounded very much 
like a soh. she relapsed into silence. Her 
customer, however, encouraged her to con­ 
tinue the conversation, and obtained quite 
an interesting account of the reverses of 
fortune which befell a Southern gentleman 
and his daughter, and the curious meeting 
of the latter with their former slave in tho 
streets of this city. 
m int ju lep’s story. 
The old colored woman’s name is Julia 
Gibson. “ ‘Mint Julep,’ as the boys call 
me,” said she in relating the story. She 
was formerly a slave on the large planta­ 
tion of Maurice Gibson, near Mobile, Ala. 
The latter was a typical Southerner, aud 
during the war lie was extremely opeD and 
violent in his denunciation of Northern 
men and methods. The strain and nerv­ 
ous excitement consequent upon the ru­ 
mors of threatened invasions by Federal 
troops proved too much for the geutle na­ 
ture of Mr. Gibson's wife, and she died, 
leaving their child, Alice, then but 5 years 
old, to the motherly care of the slave 
Julia, who had been the little one’s nurBe 
since its birth. Before she died, Mrs. 
Gibson 
placed 
around 
the 
child’s 
neck a little gold locket, which af­ 
terward enabled 
her old nurse to 
identify her. 
Towards the close of 
the war, Mr. Gibson's plantation and effects 
were confiscated, and he himself was re­ 
moved with other Southern prisoners to 
the North, his child Alice being permitted 
to accompany hirn. 
Tlie latter, however, 
was separated from her faithful nurse 
Julia, leaving her almost heart* broken, 
and for years they never knew what had 
become of each other. Finally, however, 
Julia and her husband drifted northward, 
in company with so many others of their 
race, and eventually settled in this city, 
renting a little house on the upper end of 
Mervine street, where they now reside. 
The couple have managed, by thrift and 
economy, to store away a considerable sum 
of money, and are now in very comfortable 
circumstances. Julia began the sale of 
“ pepper pot ” in winter and “ hot com ” 
in summer several years ago, aud has made 
her business quite successful. 
FINDING HER YOUNG MISTRESS. 
“ About three years ago,” continued the 
old nurse, after having related the above 
facts, “ I was walkin’ down Broad street 
late one cold winter night, an’ cornin’ near 
a lamp-post I seed a young wimin dressed 
berry thin, a-leanin’ and shiverin' agin the 
cold iron. I just tho’t her was one of them 
wimmin what yon sec on de straats at 
night, but somethin' in her face made me 
go up an’ speak to her. She told me she 
was nigh about famished, an’ her father 
was lyin’ at home almost a dyin’. I guv 
her a bowl of soup and was a watchin’ her 
cat it an’ wonderin’ where I had seen her 
beto’, when a bluster of wind tore away the 
fastenin’ of her shawl an I seen the little 
gole locket dat my Alice wore when she 
weDt away to the Norf. Den I dropped 
my can all in a h&ep, an’ grabbin’ hole ob 
de chile’s arm, I say, all shaky-like, 
' Missee Alice, doan't yo’ know me ? doan’t 
yo’ know ole Jnle ?’ 
id dat de gal 
fell back an' would hab gone to de 
groun’, but I cot her an' took ner up in my 
arms like a baby. De poor chile cried an’ 
cried an’ I tot she would nebber git thu 
kÍ8sia’ me, but I comfort’d her an’ finally 
went wid her to de little room where her 
father, my ole massa, was a lyin’ nigh 
about sick to death. I did what I could 
for him mcself an’ den went for my ole 
maD. We got him a doctor, an’ I nussed 
him through his sickness, an’ he ia alive 
an’ well to-day.

A correspondent at Vienna writes : The 
grand ceremony of washing the feet of 
twelve old men and twelve old women waa 
performed in the Burg Palace yesterday 
(Good Friday) by the Emperor and Em­ 
press. The ceremony was instituted to re­ 
mind their Imperial majesties at least ODce 
a year that Christ had humbled himself by 
doing this menial service for his disciples. 
At 11 o’clock in the morning the poor old 
men aod women were conducted into the 
grand hall of ceremonies, where they were 
seated at two long boards, decked in the 
splendid fashion customary for royal or 
imperial guests. 
The old people ceuld 
hardly be told asunder; they were dressed 
almost alike in dark pilgrim gowns of 
cloth and large felt hats. If it were not 
for snowy beards flowing down the breasts 
of a few of the old men, you could 
not distinguish their procession from 
that of the women. When they were 
all seated the high dignitaries of Court 
took up their places along the marble walls, 
and the master of ceremonies gave a sign 
that their Majesties, preceded by the 
clergy, were ooming. The Crown Prince 
and all the Archdukes present at Vienna 
accompanied the Emperor. The Crown 
Princess and the Archduchesses preceded 
the Empress. 
Fox-hunting must he a 
means of preserving beauty, for Empress 
Elizabeth, notwithstanding her 4ti sum­ 
mers, is still as handsome as ever. She is 
very tall, and her graceful bearing was 
well displayed in a tight black satin dress, 
with a long black vail flowing down to her 
train. On her breast she wore the diamond 
cross of a decoration. Immediately behind 
the Empress entered the Imperial stewards 
and a great number of pages, bearing the 
viands, which they handed to the Emperor 
and Empress, who placed them upon the 
board in front of their aged guests. It 
would strike you aa exquisitely incongru­ 
ous to sec the Emperor in hie fine Field 
Marshal's uniform, the Empress in all the 
majesty of her beauty and her un­ 
rivaled rank, standing behind the chairs 
of those poor people and waiting 
upon them. 
The Archdukes cleared 
the tables, and when the viands were 
removed the real ceremonies began. The 
Emperor and Empress had the same task 
to perform, except that the latter washed 
the feet of the women, the former those of 
the men. The court marshals bore a golden 
ewer aud two pages a golden basin aod an 
embroidered towel, the Empress knelt 
down and sprinkled a little water upon the 
feet of each old woman, which she dried or 
pretended to dry with the towel, the chief 
priest reading aloud the thirteenth chapter 
of St. John, in Latin. Wheu the washing 
was over a golden tray with twenty-five 
bags was brought, in each of which were 
thirty silver coios, the price for which the 
Savior was betrayed. Each old man and 
each old woman had the string of a hag 
placed round his or her neck by the Em­ 
peror or Empress, who then withdrew with 
the same ceremony as they entered. The 
old men and women are never permitted to 
go through the ceremony a second time. 
This year the oldest man was 99, the 
youngest S3, and the women were about 
the same age. They are always brought 
from tbeir homes in the suburbs and taken 
back again in splendid imperial carriages.

A reporter of the New Y'ork Tribune, 
in an interview with Mr. Rice, editor of 
the North American Review, haa obtained 
some additional particulars relating to the 
discover)' by Mr. Charnay, of The Phan­ 
tom City,” in Guatemala. Having been 
asked in what sense the term “ Phantom 
City ” is to be understood, Mr. Bice replied 
that the most satisfactory answer to the 
question would be sn account of the way 
in which this oity was first brought into 
notice. 
“ Upward of forty years ago, said he, 
“ when the distinguished American trav­ 
eler, John L. Stephens, visited the village 
of Santa Cruz de Quiche, Guatemala, he 
learned of the existence of a great inhab­ 
ited city in the Sierra de Guerra (land of 
war), the region in the northwestern part 
of Guatemala occupied by the Candones or 
Lacaudones, a tribe of people said to this 
day to perpetuate the traditions and tho 
mode oi life of their Maya forefathers. 
Though nominally Bubject to the laws of the 
republic of Guatemala, the Lacandones are 
in fact absolutely independent, and jealously 
refuse white men entry into their settle­ 
ments. Stephens thought that a force of five 
hundred men would be necessary in order 
to overcome the resistance of the natives 
to the intrusion of an exploring party. 
Whether Mr. Charnay, the chief of the ex­ 
pedition, had to employ so strong a force 
as this I can not, of course, say, but if 
such force was required he no doubt had 
it at command, orders having been given 
by the Government to the command­ 
ants of the several garisons to furnish 
him a sufficient escort. But to return to 
the ‘ Pnantom City,’ Mr. Stephens was as­ 
sured by the cure, or parish priest, of 
Quiche, that he himself, while still a young 
man and living in the village of Chajul, 
had climbed the summit of a bare and 
lofty peak of the neighboring Sierra, and 
had then, at a hight of 10,000 or 12,000 
feet, looked over an immense plain extend­ 
ing to Yucatan and the Gulf of Mexico, in 
tho raidBt of which, at a great distance, he 
saw a large city spread over a conaiderable 
space, with turrets white and glistening in 
the sun. This place was, according to the 
cure, ‘ a living city, large and populous.’ 
From other sources Stephens learned that 
from the Sierra a large ruined city was vis­ 
ible ; while others, who bad climbed to 
the tame elevation, had seen nothing, owing 
‘to a dense cloud resting on it. Later 
writers pretty generally relegate thia oity 
to the class of phantoms and mirages or of 
fables. Yet in itself the cure’s story is in 
nowise improbable, for there are through­ 
out that entire region in Guatemala, Yuca­ 
tan, Chiapas, Tabasco, etc., to be seen, in 
ruins, it is true, hundreds of places, cities, 
which, while they flourished, must have 
presented jnstauchan appearance as that 
described by the old cure. And it is 
worthy of note that Stephens—an embodi­ 
ment of common sente, au explorer who 
had never a pet theory to support—saw no 
reason to doubt tho truth of the padre’s 
story. And now Mr. Charnay has found 
thia city, though, of course, we can not as 
yet affirm that he found it ‘living and 
populous.' ” 
“ What special significance attaches to 
this discovery?” 
“ Tho best reply to your query cau be 
made iu almost the identical words of 
Stephens. If that city is still inhabited, 
then a place is left where Indians and an 
Indian city exist as Cortez and Alvarado 
found them, there are still living men who 
can solve the mystery that hangs over the 
ruined cities of America ; perhaps who can 
go to Copan and read tho inscriptions on 
the monuments. You know what absurdi­ 
ties have been published about the age of 
those monuments, these cities. Brasaeur 
de Bourbourg is sstisfied that some of them 
are at least 17,000 years old. Mr. Char- 
uay haa stubbornly maintained that the 
oldest of them Gate from a period nos in­ 
terior to the eleventh century, and that 
many of them are of still later origin, and 
that nearly all of them were flonrisbing at 
the time of the Spanish invasion. It con­ 
cerns every student of American history to 
have this vexed question settled beyond 
dispute, and Mr. Cbarnay's disoovery 
promises to supply the ‘ missing link' 
which connects the founders of those Cen­ 
tral American cities with the present in­ 
digenous populations of the same region. ” 
“ When do you expeot to receive a de­ 
tailed account of Charnay‘s disoovery?” 
“ Mr. Charnsy’s journal, in which he 
uotes every step made in pursuing his ex­ 
plorations, is doubtless now on its way 
from Guatemala by courier aud poet.” 


T H E F A T H E R O F O N E T H O U S A N D C H I L ­ 


D R E N . 
Au old man has just died in Vienna 
whose name deserves to be chronicled in 
all lands for the singular goodness of his 
life. Ferdinand Reidt has been known in 
h¡B own city as “ the Father of the Or­ 
phans ” for nearly half a century. He was 
a man of considerable means, and was hap­ 
pily married, but it was a great grief to him 
and his wife that they continued to be 
childless. Herr Reidt said to his wife : 
“ Since we are not to have children of our 
own, can we not be parents to some of 
those who are fatherless and motherless ?” 
He was a man of action, and began at once 
to carry his conception into practice. He 
commenced with taking fatherly charge of 
two or three orphans, but his zeal aod re* 
pate increased to snch an extent that at 
the time of his death he was the legal 
guardian of more than a thousand father­ 
less children. Those whom he adopted in 
this manner were cot fitfully taken up 
and then let drop, but he kept consci­ 
entious watch and ward ever them from 
their early education until their marriage 
or their start in adult life at the close of 
their apprenticeship. He never Bought 
fame or publicity, and took no credit to 
himself for his devotion to those who had 
no natural claim upon him. Now that be 
ia departed, however, everyone speaks of 
his singular life, its quietness and yet 
restless energy, its conscientiousness and 
severe fidelity to his self-imposed obliga­ 
tions. He began by arking aa a favor to 
be accepted as the “ honorary guardian " 
of two or three orphans, and tne calling 
which he had thua taken up for hia own 
satisfaction, as he put it, was in time re­ 
garded by many of his fellow citizens aa a 
sort of official occupation which he was 
bound to fulfill. Herr Rheidt had an es­ 
pecial tenderness toward illegitimate chil­ 
dren, who, from no fault of their own, 
started life under a heavy shadow. Hia 
courage was equal to his tenderness. AVhen 
he could discover the father of an illegit­ 
imate child he would seek the man out and 
deal plainly with him aa to the dnty which 
he had incurred by his ain. In this way 
he often compelled fathers to look after 
their own children, who would otherwise 
have fallen under the hard discipline of the 
official guardians oi snch unwelcome addi­ 
tions to the population.—[London Globe. 
Ohio Sunday Law.—The Sunday law 
of Ohio, which went into effect April 14th, 
reads : T hat the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
w hether distilled, m alt or vinous, on the 
first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday, except by a regular druggist, on 
the w ritten prescription of a regalar prac­ 
ticing physician, for medical purposes only, 
ia hereby declared to be unlawful, and all 
places where such intoxicating liquors 
are on other days sold or exposed for 
sale, except regular drug stores, shall on 
that day be closed ; and whoever makes 
any such sale or allows any such place to 
be open or remain opeD on that day, shall 
be fined in any sum not exceeding $100 
and be imprisoned ia the county jail or 
city prison not exceeding thirty days. In 
regular hotels the word “ place ” herein 
used shall be held to mean tho room or 
part of room where such liquors are usu­ 
ally sold or exposed for sale, and the keep­ 
ing of such room or part of room securely 
closed shall be held, as to such hotels and 
eating-houses, aa a closing of this place 
w ithin the meaning of thia Act.

I N T E R I O R . 
The woman who does not have a taste­ 
ful and inviting home now mast fail in thia 
respect becanse she does not care enough 
about it to work for it. It is surprising 
how many things that are trnly ornamental 
and which brighten np a room can be mads 
with so little expense. A visit to the home 
of a country minister, a man whose salary 
of $300 supported himself and his wife 
and two children, was a revelation to 
me of what might be done with small 
outlay. 
A discarded dress of some 
heavy black woolen cloth made coverings 
for several old chairs which had been 
starred and varnished to look like new. 
Cretonne figures were button-holed and cut 
out and then applied to the black ciotb. 
A pretty braid waa made of old velvet rib­ 
bon lined with wiggan and decorated with 
silk, which, by the way, was sent for to 
some oity store, and bought at a very low 
price, as it comes in packages and ia called 
waste silk, though of desirable colors. The 
lambrequins of Nottingham lace were lined 
with turkey red calico, and the cornice npon 
which they were tacked was made in this 
way : A strip of wood about six inches 
wide, and of the leDgth of the top of the 
window, was fastened to the wall over the 
window by screwing throe screw eyes into 
the hoard and then patting long screws 
through these into the wall ; the lambre­ 
quin was tacked on to the edge of the 
board, which projected over the window 
far enough so the curtain would clear the 
window and hang gracefully. The tacks 
were concealed by placing a plaiting of 
muslin over them. Tidies were made 
of 
Japanese 
pictures 
lined 
with 
cambric, with a border of velvet 
ribbon, brightened with silk, and of 
common crash, with a sort of satin finish, 
and then threads wero drawn ont in tnch 
a way that squares of orash about three or 
fonr inches in size were left, and the few 
threads that were left were caught together 
with scarlet working cotton, and a few 
threads of red were mixed with the linen 
fringe on the edge. The one extravagance 
in the way of decoration waa a handsome 
table-cover ; it waa of olive felt; the edge 
was cut in points, and each point was fin­ 
ished with a tassel made of oliva crewel, 
picked ont with a needle ; on each point 
a pretty design was put on in appliqne 
with bits of velvet. These were round, 
and the ordinary shaped fans, crescents, 
etc., all made to look natural, with the 
skillful addition of the embroidery silk. 
The atmosphere of this simple and unpre­ 
tentious home affected those who breathed 
it to such an extent that at tha 
holidays, instead of presenting theii 
pastor with silver or ohina, a dressing- 
gown and slippers, it had become the 
custom of the people to add somethingto the 
wealth of his home; in this way it happened 
that the few fine engravings in plain but 
handsome frames bad found their place 
there. If it is true, as a Boston woman 
asserts, that one may judge correctly of 
tho amount of culture in a home by ob­ 
serving the height at which the pictures 
are hung, then the mistress of this home 
in a little village of a few hundred in­ 
habitants back among the hills possessed 
culture a high degree, for one saw here a 
largo and appropriately-framed engrav­ 
ing of Landseers “ Impudent Poppy,” 
representing a large dog in bis bed 
of straw watching the naughty puppy 
that is stealing hia breakfast, hnng low 
down on the wall, the bottom of the 
frame being not more than c foot from 
the floor. The barrenness of the wall 
above was relieved by smaller pictnrts 
hanging there. The pieties of needlework 
were done, the mistress said, when she haa 
no other Bewicg; for with tiie help of a 
good sewing-machine the simple dresses lor 
her two little girls and herae'f were soon 
made and out of the way.—[E. " ■

Judge McGarvev, of the Superior Court of Men­ 
docino county, has made a remarkable decision. 
He bo’ds, in a case where a prisoner w as before him 
for selling liquor to the Indians, that under the 
Fourteenth Amendment Indians are citizens, and 
under the Fifteenth Amendment they cannot bo 
deprivod of the right to vote; that, being citizens, 
they have the same right as other citizens to buy 
liquor. By this decision the Court flies in the face 
of Judge Deady, of the United States District Court, 
Oregon, who long ago held that Indians are not and 
cannot become citizens without consent of the Gov­ 
ernment. In the United State vs. Haas, and United 
States vs. Holliday, the Supreme Court of the Cuited 
States has held to like effect; and Judge Sawyer, in 
the United States Circuit Court for California, long 
ago held that Indians are not born subject to our 
jurisdiction. 
The Judiciary Committee of the 
United States Senate in 1870 made a like declaration. 
I! Judge McGarvey is right, let the politicians at 
once log-roll for the “ Diggers’ ” votes. 
Marwaoe insurance companies have prospected 
this State pretty thoroughly. They are now looked 
upon as much as arc the graveyard insurance swin­ 
dles of Pennsylvania. Jddge Ross, of that State, 
recently denied two applications for charters for 
marriage insurance associations, because they teud 
to enlarge the circle of merceuary motives prompt 
ing to marriage, encourage frauds in marriage, 
place a premium on bigamy, encourage matrimonial 
sharpers, tend to increase divorces and the collusion 
by which they are often procured, offer an induce­ 
ment to allege marriage where none exists, and en­ 
courage mam age between parties physically and 
mentally immature. Reasons enough, certainly. 
Tine north wind has been blowing heavily for three 
days. It has been the most disastrous northerly 
gale experienced in the valley. It has literally dried 
up nearly all earth growth. Its character has be n 
desiccating in the extreme. We know of one instance 
in which in a single night in a row of most thrifty 
peach trees it produced curlod leaf throughout, and 
made them appear as if shriveled by fire. There is 
nothing apparently more destructivo to animal and 
vegetable life than this same north wind. The fields 
about Sacramento have beep blasted os by the hot 
breath of a glowing furnace. 


Ir is related of the wife of James Troy, Jr., w hose 
busoand was stabbed to death on a San Francisco 
street Sunday night by his own brother, that the 
Thursday night preceding she was awakened bv a 
startling dream, in which she saw her husband u d 
his brother fighting with knives in the dark, on the 
street. It produced so deep an effect upon her that 
she related the vision to many friends, and was 
restless and anxious about her husband from that 
time forward. Here is another psychological puzzle. 
When President Arthur vetoed the twenty-year 
Chincse-restriction bill the Democrats of California 
asked all Itepublicans to join the Democratic party. 
Now that the President has signed the ten-year bid 
the invitation is returned. You see, there is no 
other question, gentlemen. This Chinese issue ob­ 
literates all other differences. A Republican Pres­ 
ident made the bill a law, and now let the Demo­ 
crats join in one grand act of ratification by electing 
the Republican ticket unanimously.

THE CHINESE BILL HADE LAW. 
Tho President yesterday Bigncd the 
Chinese bill, thereby disappointing the 
Democrats and putting a great many Pa 
oific Coast Republicans in a very awkward 
position. These Republicans, who appear 
to be never completely happy save when 
they can frame an excuse for attacking the 
, leaders of their own party, and who on 
all such occasions signalize their inde­ 
pendence by exhibiting an unreasoning 
ferocity which far surpasses Democratic 
capabilities, have in connection with the 
Chinese question separated themselves so 
1 far from their organization that tho Presi- 
\ dent's action leaves them quite adrift. 
They have for several weeks past beeu 
doing their best to convince themselves 
and all who would listen to them that the 
Pacilic Coast had been “ betrayed” by the 
Republican leaders at the Hast. They 
have talked loudly about the bad faith of 
the party on the Chinese question ; and 
though they have shrunk from drawing 
the only logical deductions attainable 
from their line of argument, they have, 
and they well know it, been acting as 
"cappers” lor the Democracy. It is strange 
that it has never occurred to these blatant 
persons to reflect whether they themselves 
had in the past ever done anything to 
convince tho Eastern Republicans of 
the sincerity of 
their 
own pro­ 
fessions. That there exists some reasonable 
doubt on this head, however, can be 
easily demonstrated, and the demonstra­ 
tion can lie briefly effected by a citation 
from the speech of Representative Skin­ 
ner, of New York, delivered last March. 
He said : “ The action of political parties 
"has been frequently alluded to in this 
“ discussion, and we have heard quota- 
“ tions from both political platforms. The 
“ following seems to be the state of the 
“ case: (1.) The Republican platform of 
“ 1SS0 contained an anti-Chinese plank, and 
" its candidate for President indorsed that 
“ plank very specifically and satisfactorily 
“ in his letter of acceptance. 12.) The 
“ Democratic platform, in the same year, 
" contained a similar plank, declaring 
“ against Chinese immigration, but the 
" Democratic candidate failed to allude to 
" the matter in ary way. (3.) The result 
“ was, that California and Nevada, seeing 
“ the Republican party and its candidate 
‘' pronouncing against Chinese immi gration, 
“ and the Democratic candidate refusing 
“ to commit himself to an indorsement 
“ of the platform, caul their electora! cote 
"fo r the Democratic candidate." 
That this is a correct statement of the 
facts no one can deny, and in the face of it 
we say it was nonsenso for Republicans to 
make the outcry they have, and to charge 
the party leaders with treachery. The 
Republicans of the Pacific coast have been 
themselves most to blame. W ith all their 
pretended loyalty to the party they allowed 
that despicable and most transparent 
forgery, the Morey letter, to sever their 
allegiance to Garfield, and they gave the 
State of California to the Democrats on 
precisely such a test difference between 
the candidates as Skinner has emphasized 
in the above quotation. We have no re­ 
spect for the party loyalty of men who are 
always ready to break away and to tuVn 
on and denounce their own side. 
An 
open enemy is more to be preferred than a 
false friend, and whatever these people 
may think of themselves we do not regard 
!them as trustworthy Republicans. 
We 
shall see now with what enthusiasm they 
will set to work to undo the mischief their 
i loose tongues have been making during the 
past three months. President Arthur has 
signed the Chinese bill, and there is no 
longer any excuse for abusing him. W hat­ 
ever merit the measure embodies will be 
elicited just as thoroughly in ten as it 
could have been in twenty years. No 
harm at all has been done by the change in 
time, in fact, notwithstanding the tre­ 
mendous hubbub made over the matter. It 
is of no consequence that some Republican 
Congressmen opposed the bill, for it is law, 
by the act of a Republican President. 
Had it not been signed we should have 
ascribed its failure largely to the vicious 
and imbecile ravings of these recreant 
Republicans. 
Fortunately, however, it 
appears that the President is unconscious 
of their existence, and so has not been pre­ 
judiced by their offensive ebullitions, 
llut we have a desire to know whether 
they will now go on and assist in procuring 
another Democratic victory, as being in the 
'me of precedent when the Republican 
National party has been making special 
concessions to California, or whether they 
will stand in honeBtly and squarely with 
their party, and help to show that it knows 
"how to do its duty to the national organiza­ 
tion. As the case stands, it will he hard 
for the Democrats to make any capital oat 
of the Chinese question in the coming 
campaign. The fact that the President has 
signed the hill will overcome all talk about 
Hoar and Dawes and Edmunds. There 
will be no getting over that faot. There 
will be nothing to agitate for in that di­ 
rection, and if the Republicans are equal 
to their opportunities there will be nothing 
to prevent them from carrying the State in 
November. 
So tar they have been hurting themselves 
more than the Democrats have been hurt­ 
ing them. They have been the bitterest 
denouncers of the Administration and of 
all their party associates and friends. And 
quite half the hardest labor of the cam­ 
paign will consist, for them, in getting 
back to the point they occupied before 
they lost their heads over this question. 
Fortunately there is still plenty of time 
for everybody to cool down and prepare for 
serious business. This termination of the 
Chinese controversy will change the polit­ 
ical prospects largely. It looked for a time 
as if the beet men in the Republican party 
conld hardly be persuaded to take nomina­ 
tions this year, and a weak ticket would 
have assured defeat at the polls. The 
signing of the Chinese hill, however, re­ 
moves that danger. We shall now look 
forward confidently to the nominating 
Convention, certain that there will be no 
difficulty in making a strong ticket. Presi­ 
dent Arthur will not be burned in efiigy 
any more, wo conclude. The ninety thou- 
sm d Chinese who, on paper, have been 
affrighting the weak-minded, will stay at 
home. The politicians will have to revise 
their programme, and hunt for new issues. 
And we hope that the Jonahs of the Re­ 
publican party will subside quietly into the 
hold of the vessel, and refrain from at­ 
tempts to Bcuttle her when they are there. 


THE IEISH TKAGEDY. 


CorLD there be any sadder lesson to young men 
of drinking habits than that which tells of the 
murder in San Francisco on Sunday of one brother 
by toother, while the two were on a drunken spree ■ 


The opinion of the most thoughtful and 
best informed persons evidently is that the 
assassination of Lord Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke was the work of Fenians; that it 
was a deliberate and carefully prepared 
crim e; and that, as suggested by this 
journal yesterday, its purpose was to pre­ 
vent the accomplishment of the pacifying 
measures just commenced, and to kocp up 
the state of anarchy in which that organ­ 
ization looks for the fruition of its wild 
schemes. That the crime was perpetrated 
by some organization seems as nearly cer­ 
tain as anything of the kind can be. The 
Land Leagues have hastened to denounce 
and deplore tho deed, and since it is per­ 
fectly evident that the League had nothing 
to gain and everything to lose by associ­ 
ating itself with so abominable an out­ 
rage, it is easy to believe that these pro­ 
fessions of horror and indignation are 
sincere. But there are some points to 
which attention has been called by this 
crime, which demand elucidation. For 
instance, it is asserted (1) that Parnell 
and the League have affiliated with, or 
absorbed, a large part of the Fenian or 
ganizatiou ; (2) that the extent of Parnell’s 
influence over this Fenian element is alto­ 
gether uncertain. If these assertions are 
correot, it will be very difficult for the 
Parnellites to convince the general 


public that they are altogether free from 
responsibility in the premises, for few 
people will take the trouble to draw 
nice distinctions in such a matter. The 
other consideration, that the agrarian out­ 
rages all over Ireland have strengthened 
the Land League, coupled with the fact 
that while Parnell has constantly affected 
to deplore them, he has not attempted to 
put a 8top to them, or has not been able to 
do so, complicates the situation still more. 
It will be said that though professedly 
averse to violence, he has nevertheless con­ 
sented to be helped by it. It will also be 
said that if he possessed the power usually 
ascribed to him, it must have been possi­ 
ble for him to have Btopped the outrages. 
That he did not stop them one of two 
things must be concluded : either that he 
could not, or that ho did not want to. 
And though it is clear that this last atroc­ 
ity must entail disaster npon the f.eague, 
and though therefore it may be believed 
that it could have formed no part 
of the 
plans of that organization, 
it will be alleged that an organiza­ 
tion which plays with tire, which con­ 
dones violence and lawlessness in some 
instances, is always liable to he disgraced 
by men who outrun its policy, aBd give 
the methods it has failed to condemn an 
application which it never dreamed of. 
It remains to be seen what Gladstone 
will do in this critical situation. The 
pressure upon him to abandon his new 
policy will doubtless be very severe. It is 
quite conceivable that the English people 
will not brook any further temporizing 
with the spirit of lawlessness in Ireland, 
hut will demand the prompt application of 
drastic remedies, and the setting aside of 
all schemes of concession until law and 
order have been restored in every part of 
the island. Indeed these murders have 
seriously and fatally discredited the concil­ 
iatory policy, for they have the effect of 
being positively the last word on that 
subject. That they will be widely re­ 
garded as a deliberately ferocious re­ 
jection of Gladstone's overtures is certain. 
The only question is whether this view 
will be the dominant one. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to see how any further negotiations 
can be had with Parnell, either. He is in 
the position of a General who cannot 
control his own troops, and whose pledges, 
therefor, are of no force. 
As to the 
Fenians, if they are responsible for the 
assassinations, they have rendered them­ 
selves infamous and execrable forever, and 
no honest or self-respecting Irishman can 
ever again atliliate with such an organiza­ 
tion They have also struck a deadly 
blow at their country, and have perhaps 
postponed for twenty years or more longer 
the measures of pacification which were on 
the point of being inaugurated. These 
are the fruits of the teachings of the Irish 
World, however, and American Irishmen 
must not forget it. By such doctrines and 
methods it is only possible to earn lasting 
disgrace and the contempt and loathing of 
all civilized peoples, and a very little of 
such work would estrange the sympathies of 
the world from the Irish cause completely.

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THE MARTINEZ RIOT. 
We learn from the Contra Costa Gazette 
that up to the time of its last publication 
the authorities of that county had taken no 
steps to pursue and capture and punish 
the ruffians who so brutally assaulted the 
Chinese at Martinez. It is further stated 
that at the last meeting of the County 
Supervisors a communication was received 
from the Chinese Consulate, “ stating the 
“ iactsof the assault, the injuries inflicted on 
“ many’ of the assailed persons, from which 
" one of them had since died, and several 
“ others are likely to die.” The communi­ 
cation complains, says the Gazette, “ that 
“ although common report identifies a 
" number of the active promoters of the 
“ riot, no criminal accusations or arreBts 
“ have been made by the local police 
“ authorities.” This is a very discreditable 
state of affairs. W hat have the authori­ 
ties of Contra Costa county to say in their 
defense ! It is Bhamefnl that no steps 
should have been taken by them to dis­ 
cover and arrest the scoundrels who com­ 
mitted the outrage, and officials who have 
so little regard to the performance of their 
duties ought to be impeached. We are 
also not a little surprised that the Contra 
Costa Gazette haB not called on the authori­ 
ties to pursue these crimináis. 


THE SAME OLD PRETENSE. 
When President Garfield was assassin­ 
ated there were some phenomenal idiots 
who asserted that he had been killed by a 
member of his own wing of the Republican 
party, in order to bring disgrace upon the 
“ stalwarts.” In precisely the same line 
of suggestion is the conjecture, now put 
forward by somebody, that Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Burke were assassinated by 
four Englishmen—of course for the express 
purpose of bringing disgrace upon the 
Irish. It is not a little wonderful that 
anybody should be found silly enough to 
advance such preposterous ideas, but they 
always appear on such occasions, and what 
is perhaps still more astonishing, they al 
ways find some believers.

THE IRISH TRAGEDY. 
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N ew Yokk, May 8th.—A cable special 
Kives the following additional points of the 
assassination : All accounts agree that the 
assassins were four in number, and drove in a 
park car, but none of the spectators were 
sufficiently near to be able to identify either 
the car or its cccupanto. The only evidence 
in this direction is to the effect that the car 
was a red-backed one, and that after the mur­ 
der it was driven rapidly toward Chapel-Izod, 
a suburb of Dublin. From the nature of the 
wounds, death must in each case have been 
almost instantineous. The Attorney-General 
for Ireland started for Dublin on the mail 
train last night, and the same train conveyed 
thither a select contingent force of London 
detectives. 
ARREST OK THREE MEN ON SUSPICION. 
D ublin, May 8th.—Three men of the 
“ corner boy ” class were arrested on suspicion 
at the village of Chapel-Izod to-day, unable 
to give an account of themselves. They 
stated that last night they slept in fields, one 
adding afterward that be slept in a lodgiDg- 
houae in Church lane. The latest informa­ 
tion is that the park ranger saw a car with 
red panels, in which four rough-looking men 
were seated, pass out^of the Chapel Izod road. 
He.aads that he has a good idea of the ap­ 
pearance of the driver of the horse as well a8 
of the m8n. 
A late dispatch says: Two of the men ar­ 
rested at Killiny are said to be Englishmen 
from London. It is reported that when ar­ 
rested they had in their possession steamer 
tickets for America, purchased at an office in 
London, allowing that they had been bought 
or furnished to them in London within a 
few days. No official statement of the exact 
facta can be had from the authorities, who 
are maintaining the utmost reserve concern­ 
ing arrests. 
FINDING THE BODIES. 
A personal statement was volunteered to a 
correspondent by one of the men who was on 
the tricycles. He was the first to see the 
bodies after the assassination. His name is 
Foley. He stated that with his companion 
Maguire he left hisbu3inee3 house at 7 o’clock 
to go out for a ride in the Park. He contin­ 
ued : “ We went through the north circu­ 
lar road in at the north gate and around the 
road to the left, which leads to the Gough 
statue. We went toward the Ph<eaix Monu­ 
ment. On g iug there, we took notice of two 
gentleimu whom we did not kn >w. Tney 
were arm-in-arm, apparently talking very 
pleasantly, 
I passed tho remark that 
Maguire’s machine could not run away 
from mine. 
We pa¿sed 
them and 
rode to the Phu-nix Monument. 
I 
did not ride quito up to it, but Maguire went 
up on the right side and around it. I vr.ts 
tired, and eat on my machine, looking about 
me. I heard tho noise of a car and thought 
it must be a jarvey who was coming. Look­ 
ing around I saw that the car was going on 
by the road to the left, leading to the Cfiaptl- 
Izod gate. It was a red paneled car, and on 
it were some people. We turned our ma­ 
chines to ride toward town, coming down the 
road very rapidly. When just opposite the 
Vice-Regal Lodge we observed a man lying 
on the road on the right side, and a man on 
the footway about six or eight yards from us, 
lying on his back. I alighted from my tri­ 
cycle and went to the man on the road and 
then to the man on the footway. I saw that 
the man on the footway had his throat cut. 
My companion did not alight from his ma­ 
chine at all. I shouted out ‘ Maguire, it’s 
murder.* He asked me, in a very excited 
manuer, was I sure, aüd I said ‘ye?,’ aDd he 
saiil, ‘Stop you there, don’t leave them, I’ll 
go for the police,’ I said, * I’ll be sure to 
stop till you come back.' He rode very hard 
to town and informed the police. I then 
went over to the man lying on the road 
and asked him a question to see if he had 
life. He merely turned his eyes. I could 
get no answer. Then I ran to the man 
ou the footway and took hold of his left 
hand, which was lying across his heart, to 
feel if his puL-e was beating. He just gave 
bis last breath into my face and blood oozed 
from his reck. By this time two of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary arrived. I told 
them what I had up to that time seen. A 
gentleman in a trap came dashing up the 
road. I stopped him and told him, and one 
of the constabulary, who got into the trap, 
and the gentleman galloped his horse to the 
Castle and informed the police there. He 
returned alone. 
Another man and more 
police soon afterwards arrived. Maguire 
then came upon his machine, with an outside 
car and police from town on it. By this 
time word had reached the Viceregal lodge, 
and Colonel Forster came over, followed by 
Colonel Caulfiild.” Foley adds that he told 
Forster what ha had seen, and asked Forster 
who the murdered gentlemen were. He 
pointed with bis tioger and said, “ The 
gentleman on the road is Lord Frederick 
Cavendish ; the gentleman r.n the path is Mr. 
Burke, Under Secretar}*.” The car that 
brought the pfliee was then used to take 
Burke to the hospital. Cavendish wns put 
on a stretcher, and conveyed by soldiers 
down the road until they got a car, when he 
was brought to the hospital also. 
TFIE 'POST MORTEM, 
A post-mortem examination of the bodies 
at. the Chief Secretary’s lodge showed eleven 
wounds on Burke and eight on Cavendish. 
The chief wound on the former was inflicted 
from behind, penetrating the heart, and on 
the latter the chief wound was also inflicted 
from behind, severing an important artery in 
the neck. One wound on Cavendish’s left 
forearm had severed the muscles and frac 
tured the boDe, as if inflicted with a hatchet 
or sword. The body of Burke presented the 
appearance c f that of a stalwart man for his 
age, sixty years, llis face was drawn a good 
deal. Cavendish was apparently a man of 
slight build, witii a narrow chest. Burke’s 
body presented, as tli9 doctor stated who saw 
both bodies, very much the same appearance 
as that of Lord Leitrim. 
IRISH AMERICANS SUSPECTED. 
Cork, May Sffi.—A meeting of citizens, in­ 
cluding all Nationalists and Land Leaguers, 
was held yesterday. The Mayor presided. 
Even the extreme Land Leaguers who were 
present suggested the closing of shops as a 
mark of sympathy. Keaolutions were unani­ 
mously adopted declaring the crime one 
which calls on heaven for vengeance, and re­ 
pudiating its authors with disgust and abhor­ 
rence. Speculations aro rife as to the origin 
of the conspiracy. It is suggested that Irish- 
American emissaries were employed to com­ 
mit the crime. A telegram from Limerick 
to-night states that Clifford Lloyd has re­ 
ceived information that three men had left 
America to assassinate him. This, it is 
thought, gives color to the surmise that the 
Dublin tragedy may have had its origin in a 
similar conspiracy. 
HENRY GEORGE’S REPORT OP WHAT THE IRISH 
LEADERS THINK. 
N ew Y ork, May 8th.—The following 
cable dispatch was received Sunday noon by 
Patrick Ford, editor of the Irish World, 
from Henry George, dated London, May 
7th : “ The report of the murder of Lord 
Cavendish and Under Secretary Burke was 
heard in London last night by Davitt and 
Dillon before retiring, but was not believed. 
It being confirmed this morning, there was 
immediately a conference of the Irish leaders. 
I interviewed Davitt, Parnell, Dillon, O’Kelly 
and Joseph Cowen, Member of Parliament 
from Newcastle-on-Tyne, at once. There 
was a peculiar and sad expression on Davitt’» 
face that told we his auewer before I put 
the question.' I amjiorrified beyond expres­ 
sion at the news,’said he. *1 consider the 
murder a deadly stab to the Land League, in 
the hour of our brightest promise. The evi­ 
dent purpose of the crime is to destroy the 
power of the Gladstone party, and to embit­ 
ter the feeiing of EnglLn people so as to pre­ 
vent the policy of concession and give fresh 
reign to lawlessness. For the first time in 
my life I have a feeling of despair for Ire­ 
land. Being in utUr ignorance of what has 
been passing in the world—having seen no 
paper for fifteen months—I had intended to 
make no declaration on political matters for 
at least a few days, until I had got hold of 
the ends of the situation ; but now I shall at 
once exert all my influences against these out­ 
rages. The shock bewilders me.’ 
“ Dillon, who was pale and in a deeply agi­ 
tated state of mind—a condition that must 
tell on him physically, for bis imprisonment 
has left a lasting effect—expressed horror and 
dismay at the crime, which would, he said, 
* be most disastrous to the masses of the Irish 
people, who had no part in it.’ He intensely 
deplored the deed. 
“ O’Kelly, M. P., repeated the express!ms 
of Dillon uearly word lor word. 
_ “ Joseph Cowen said : ‘ This is like shoot­ 
ing down and bayoneting little boya in Bal- 
iina, County Mayo, yesterday (Saturday), by 
the constabulary, for parading with their 
band in honor of Michael Davitt’s release, an 
event that would have ended in terrible blood­ 
shed, but for ex-Suspect Muffany’s advice to 
the people. It is evidence of the wickedness 
of the cozrcion fully, and the bitter feelings 
aroused ought to be proof of the necessity of 
abandoning that policy. I ho¡>o Mr. Glad­ 
stone will be strong enough to treat this hor­ 
rible event as a proot of the depth of the dis­ 
ease and as a terrible example of the neces­ 
sity of pursuing the policy of releasing 
suspects, stopping evictions and restoring the 
reign of normal law. But I fear this event 
will have a strong personal effect in the Cabi­ 
net. Lord Cavendish was tho loved protege 
of Gladstone and brother of the strongest 
oiertiber t f the Government. It will probably 
be impossible for the Government to continue 
a coalition if one may be formed; but in the 
present Parliament no Mioistry except Glad­ 
stone’s Ministry can last.’ 


“ I found Parnell utterly depressed and dis­ 
heartened, and his manner entirely changed 
from the usual one of unaffected calmness. 
He feels it most keenly, and in answer tos my 
inquiry aaid : ‘ I consider this the most abom­ 
inable, atrocious and waoton crime that ever 
disgraced the annals of Ireland, or any other 
country. I had written a letter to JuBtin 
McCarthy, expressing the belief that if the 
Government reversed their policy of coercion 
and released Davitt, put an end to the brutal­ 
ities of magistrates and stopped the wholesale 
eviction of people unable to pay rents, out­ 
rages would cease and the country return to 
peace, order and constitutional agitation. 
This letter was shown Gladstone, who, with­ 
out asking any pledge, promise or condition, 
withstood Forster in the Cabinet, liberated 
members of Parliament, Davitt and a num­ 
ber of other suspects, and sent to Ireland bis 
personal friend to carry out the policy « f con­ 
ciliation. You may say I should consider it 
a national and personal disgrace, under the 
circumstances, were an Irishman of the Land 
League or national aflrhation connected with 
the deed.’ ” 
HOUSE OK LORDS. 
London, May Sth.—In the House of 
Lords, Earl Granville moved an adjournment 
until to-morrow. He delivered an eulogy on 
Lord Frederick Cavendish, who, he said, had 
suffered a shocking death, but a gloriouB one, 
for he had fallen in the service of his country. 
Lord Salisbury seconded the motion. He re­ 
marked that though this was not an occasion 
for political observations, he had no doubt the 
course taken to-night would be only a prelude 
to stern and rigorous action. 
Earl Cowper expressed his sense of the 
irreparable loes which the country had sus­ 
tained. 
The Duke of Marlborough fully concurred 
in the sentiments expressed by Earl Cowper, 
and referred to th9 great service of Burke. 
Lord Carlingford spoke in a similar strain. 
The House then adjourned. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
LONDON, May 8th.—Every part of the 
House of Commons at the opening of the ses­ 
sion was crowded this afternoon. 
At 4:20 Gladstone arose, and with great 
emotion and tremulous voice, moved an ad­ 
journment of the House. He said the black­ 
ness of the crime and the horror it excited 
throughout the entire kingdom were unparal­ 
leled. In the murder of Burke, he said, they 
had been robbed of one of the ablest and 
most upright members of the civil service; 
but the hand of the assassin had come nearer 
home, and one of the noblest hearts had 
ceased beating while full of hope and love fur 
Ireland. As far as the Government w as con­ 
cerned, all previous arrangements must be 
recast. On Thursday next he- (Gladstone) 
would ask the House for leave to introduce a 
measure for the repression of crime in Ire­ 
land. He believed ha would be assisted from 
all quarters of the House. At an early day 
he would iatroduce a measure dealing with 
the question of arrears of reat. 
Sir Stafford Northcote seconded tha motion 
of Gladstone for an adjournment. He prom­ 
ised that the Opposition would support the 
Government in measures fpr the repression of 
crime. He considered the occasion too sad 
for more than a passing tribute to the de­ 
ceased. 
1’arnell expressed the detestation of all 
Irhhmeu for the crime. He said he believed 
it was committed in order to frustrate his 
cause. He did not deny that the Government 
might be compelled to take steps to restore 
order in Inland. He was of Ihs opini n that 
the crimo was the work of tho-e to whom he 
had always been opposed.

NO CLUE TO THE ASSASSINS. 
London, May 8:h.—One universal wish 
prerails—-that the assassins may be arrested. 
The police are completely at fault. They 
have not even a good theory as to the crime. 
A gentleman who was present states that 
Saturday afternoon, when the Vice regal 
procession arrived at the Castle yard, a man 
went forward to Cavendish’s carriage and 
asked if the Chief Secretary was there. Hia 
Lordship raised his hat and said : “ I am 
Lord Frederick Cavendish.” The man did 
not reply, but simply looked earnestly at the 
Chief Secretary and then walked into the 
crowd. 
WHAT IS THOUGHT TO BE A CLUE. 
D ublin, May S:h.—It is reported on the 
best authority that a car containing four per­ 
sons wa9 seen Saturday night driving out oí 
the Knock-maroon gate of Phteaix Park in 
the direction of Lucien ; that the horse was 
covered with foam and dust.

Prior to her departure Gladstone called to 
bid her farewell, and both were much over­ 
come during the interview. After Lady 
Frederick Cavendish had left here, » telegram 
for her from the Ladies’ Land League was re­ 
ceived, expressing the hope that Bhe did not 
believe the Irish people were sank so low as 
to murder one who had brought a peace offer­ 
ing to Ireland.

Those fiends 
made clean work of it. 
indications of a conspiracy. 
London, May 8th.—The latest information 
from Earl Spencer shows that there is some 
evidence indicating the existence of a plot, 
aimed not only at the Irish Government, but 
also at the head of the Liberal party. 
FOREIGN SYMPATHY. 
V ienna, May 8th.—The murders of the 
new Irish Secretary and Under Secretary 
have caused great sensation in political and 
diplomatic circles.

The Legitimist, and other party organs, 
dwídl upon the blow to Gladstone’s policy. 
The Marseillaise, while pitying the victims, 
sayB the aituation of the IrLh policy forbids 
the expression of too much sympathy. 
CONDEMNED EVERYWHERE 
BT THE LAND 
LEAGUE. 
Chicago, May 8th.—Reports from many of 
the leading cities in this country speak of 
meetings of the Land League, which, with 
out exception, passed resolutions of abhor­ 
rence and execration at the assassination of 
Cavendish and Burke. The leading editori­ 
als, generally, are to the effect that the deed 
was a very severe blow to Ireland’s cause.

Trium ph of G enius—A M asterpiece 
in the Jew elers’ A rt. 


Genius is a sort of creativa faculty, which 
brings forth, directs and organizes—a sort of 
inspiration, which catches from that which 
already exists, a vision of what may be.

Accordingly, he employed a 
skilled miner to explore the most celebrated 
mines iu California and Nevada, in order to 
secure the finest possible specimens of quartz. 
This occupied three years, and nearly a ton 
of quartz has been laid under tribute, in the 
final selection of the material for the mag­ 
nificent jewel casket now on exhibition at the 
Diamond Palace. This casket-gem has over 
six hundred pieces of quartz in its construc­ 
tion. Three men were employed two years 
and five days in its manufacture. Seven 
months and a half were required to polish 
and cut and 6et the quartz. There are twen­ 
ty-three pounds and eleven ounces of soiid 
gold bullion in this masterpiece of^ work. 
Toere are seventy-seven ounce3 of silver in 
the solid pedestal cn which the structure 
rests, this being ten iuches square and four 
inches in thickness. It is twenty-one inches 
from the base of the structure to the top of 
the dome. 
This wonderful design is made to repre­ 
sent the dome of the Pantheon at Paris. 
There are three distinct galleries, each beiDg 
a separate compartment. The lower gallery 
rests upon the solid silver base, with its sur- 
base, plinth, torus and fillet, all well defined 
architecturally and with due regard to artistic 
proportion. This lower gallery is supported 
by twenty Corinthian columns of solid gold 
quartz, with caps of solid Etruscan gold, 
beautifully carved. Inlaid golden panels 
constitute the wall of the gallery. The sec- 
end gallery is entirely round, with solid gold 
base and cornice, the latter being supported 
by eight columns of exquisitely polished and 
variegated quartz, with caps of Etruscan 
gold. The outer wall of this gallery is also 
composed of inlaid panels of marvelous de­ 
sign and beauty. The third gallery differs 
from the lower ones, in that it displays eight 
arches, supported by columns of gold, in 
Mosaics of rare workmanship. A cornice of 
gold rests on these arches. The wall of this 
gallery is round, covered with panels of 
highly - colored 
quartz. 
The roof of 
the beautiful dome is, perhaps, the 
triumph of achievement, as it displays, in 
harmonious blending, all the different colored 
quartz used in the construction of the mag­ 
nificent gem. It is in tile-work, and the 
effect is dazzling to behold. There are 120 
tiles on tho roof, exquisitely outlined and 
graduated in respect of size. Superposed on 
tho apex of this dome is a round ball of 
quartz, exquisitely fiuished, and on this ball, 
at the crowning artistic work, is gracefully 
poised a figure of the Genius of Liberty, 
carved from solid gold. It is a perfect mas­ 
terpiece of equilibrium, lightness and grace. 
It is supple and agile, the attitude and sction 
beiDg perfectly rendered. It is a copy of the 
figure that crowns the famous column of 
July, which now occupies the site of the old 
French Bastile. It seems as if the inspired 
Genius of Freedom was ready to leap into 
the air, thuB verifying the poet’s ideal : 
“ Oh ! give me liberty 
For were even Paradise my prison. 
Still I should long to leap the crystal walls.’ 
It is impossible to conceive of a more ar­ 
tistic, elegant and novel piece cf the gold­ 
smith’s art than this latest achievement of 
Colonel Andrews, which, as has been truly 
said, places him where Benvenuto Cellini 
Blood among Venetian artists and gold-work­ 
ers—the foremost artist of the age in this 
line of work. It seems as if art had reached 
i's climax in this exquisite production. It 
should remain in California as an exponent of 
the vast mineral resources of the State, of 
the great skill of our artisans and the con­ 
summate genius of its creator and designer. 
It is valued at $20,000. It is to be exhibited 
in New York, London and Paris previous to 
reaching the International Exhibition at Am­ 
sterdam, where it will, no doubt, be secured 
by seme scion of royalty, as was the former 
exquisite masterpiece of Colonel Andrews’ 
which was displayed at the Pari* Exposition. 
This wonderful piece of workmanship will 
b* on exhibition at the Diamond Palace, No. 
221 Montgomery street, San Francisca, for a 
few days, and all lovers of the beautiful and 
the marvelous should not fail to see it.

COAST AND STATE. 


An immense apple crop is now on the 
stocks, the maturing of which now only 
depends upon the extent to which the cod­ 
ling moth and other insect enemies are per­ 
mitted to carry sway. 
From all that we 
can learn, little or nothing is being done in 
this section to protect the fruit from the 
ra v -ea of these ¡rests, which is greatly to 
be deplored, and the only assurance we 
have of even a partial crop of sound ap­ 
ples, is that the crop will be so large that 
there will not be worms enough to go 
around, or the forlorn hope that they may 
prove less destructive than formerly. 
A 
fight should be made against the fruit pests 
along the whole line. 
It will pay to do it. 
in fact, it ha3 either got to be done, or 
fruit raising, as a business, abandoned.— 
[El Dorado Republican. 
Tbe Anderson Entrrpri*' advocates the 
construction of abridge aero -s the Sacra­ 
mento river 
near that point. 
Right. 
There certaiuly ought to be a bridge there. 
There ought to be one here, too. A\ e want 
to see the people of Shasta county go to 
work and build bridges wherever the pub­ 
lic Deeds require it. 
It will pay, and pay 
big, too, to have two or even three bridges 
across the Sacramento within the limits ol 
Shasta county. 
Which one is built iirst, 
matters comparatively' little to us ; but we 
want to see one at Redding, and will see it 
before long, we have no doubt.—[Redding 
Independent. 
A gentleman residing in San Joaquin 
county, lately purchased twelve acres of 
bottom land paying therefor the sum of 
$200 per acre. 
When questioned as to the 
prutits he expected to receive on the invest­ 
ment, having planted the land iu alfalfa, he 
replied that from the several cuttings he 
exacted to get not less than four tons per 
acre, and that it was surely safe to value 
the hay at $0 a ton (now worth about $16). 
Thus the alfalfa would pay 12 per cent, a 
year, at $200 an acre for the land. 
The 
pasturage would pay harvesting expenses, 
leaving the bay crop net. 
A lady and gentleman of this county, 
who have only met each other twice, were 
to-day granted a marriage license by the 
toanty Clerk. 
The man Í3 55 years of 
age, and resides at Indian Springs, while 
the bride that is to be is 45 and a resident 
of Grass Valley. 
Their courtship has 
been very short, but from the results thus 
far attained we infer that it has also been 
very sweet. 
Short courtships generally 
are, and perhaps the fear that it might not 
remain so hastened the climax.—[Nevada 
Herald. 
A Butte county farmer writes to the 
Oroville Mercury, suggesting the passage of 
a law setting apart a certain month in 
which farmers all over the State should be 
allowed to poison wild fowls, notably 
geese, which he thinks are more destructive 
of grain than “ slickeng.” 
He thinks tbe 
best time would be when the geese first 
a rriv e from the north, when they are poor 
and tough and unfit for food. 
If the prac­ 
tice of poisoning them was general, people 
would not eat them while this was being 
done. 
While Mrs. Finch, her mother. Mis. 
Cyrus Carpenter, and two little children, 
were seated in n carriage in a ferryboat 
crossing the San Joaquin river at Grayson 
on Wednesday, the horsos began backing, 
and before they could be stopped had 
backed the vehicle entirely overboard, 
there being no railings around the edge of 
the boat. 
Mrs. Finch was drowned, but 
tbe others were rescued, the older child 
being resuscitated with difficulty. 
The Woodland Mail says that a short 
distance from Buena Vista is a cave inhab­ 
ited by spiders of enormous size. The cave 
was discovered last December by a party 
of eight-seekers. The spiders are about the 
s ze of small birds, and make a strange 
siund while weaving their web. 
The 
webs are bo tough and the fibres so large 
that it is almost impossible to break them. 
The Astoriun says that daring a squall 
recently, off the Scarborough Head, a boat 
was seen drifting to sek with two men 
clinging to her keel, and making signals for 
assistance. 
Two boat? started to the res­ 
cue, but owing to the high wind, ebb tide 
and thick mist they could do nothing to 
save the unfortunate men, who drifted out 
to almost certain death. 
We will pit this valley against any other 
section in the State for big barley.

Stoddard has brought to our office a stool 
of barley, dry sown last fall on bottom 
land, which measures four feet ten inches, 
and has sixty-five heads of barley, beside

A new boiling spring has broken out at 
Steamboat Springs, near Elko, Nev. 
The 
water, at intervals oí about two hours, 
spurts from the ground to a hight of sev­ 
eral feet, 
Fresno county has over 450,000 acres 
more land assessed in it than in any other 
county in the State. 
Los Angeles county 
comes next on the list. 
The bee-keepers in Los Angeles and San 
Bernardina counties say there has never 
been a better prospect for a large yield of 
honey than now exists. 
About four miles of the railroad exten­ 
sion northward from Willows, Colusa coun­ 
ty, has been finished. The work progresses 
■lowly.

CHINA 
AND 
JA PA N . 


The steamship Arabic arrived at San 
Francisco Monday from the Orient with 
the latest advices. 
A brief summary is 
given below: 
CHINA. 
Hongkong, 
April 
13th. — Merchant 
steamers laden with Chinese continue to 
leave Hongkong for American ports on the 
Pacific. 
Rumors of impending trouble between 
China and Japan, on account of the Loo 
Choo Islands, have been revived, but, as 
usual, traceable to no sufficient authority. 


JAPAN. 
Y OKOliAMA, April 22d.—Itagaki Taisuke, 
formerly and for many years a member of 
the highest Imperial Council, and now the 
influential leader of the advanced Liberal 
party, was attacked and severely, but not 
fatally, wounded, by a single assassin, 
while on a lecturing tour in the Province 
of Owari. 
The motive is yet unexplained. 
The assailant declares he had no accom­ 
plices, and he alone waB inspired to remove 
one whom he considers a disturber of the 
public peace. The popular excitement over 
this event proves the remarkable growth of 
liberal politics. 
A violent tornado at Nagasaki on April 
11th destroyed a large amount of publio 
and private property. Numerous ships and 
houses were lost. 
Rumors prevail iu naval circles that an­ 
other attempt is to be made by the United 
States Government to open relations with 
Corea. 
Official trade returns for the six months 
ending December last, show the imports to 
have been sixteen million dollars ; exports, 
fifteen millions and three-quarters ; specie 
export, seven and a half millions ; Bpecie 
import, one and one third millions ; cus­ 
toms duties on imports and exports, one 
and one-third millious. 
The United States ship Alert, preparing 
for her return to San Franoisco, collided 
April ISth, in the Inland Sea, with the Im­ 
perial yacht Jingel Kan. 
The damage was 
not serious. 
Tbe British Bteamer Mary 
Tatham, from Hoogkong to Portland, Or., 
with six hundred Chinese, was wrecked od 
the southeast point of Yezo. 
The crew 
and passengers were safely landed. 
The 
United States ships Ashuelot and Mono- 
cacy are now both in Japanese waterB. 
A great steamship company has been pro­ 
jected, under Government patronage, for 
coastwise and internal trade : capital three 
million yen. 


B R IE F BAN FRANCISCO ITEM S. 


One case of smail-pox has been dis­ 
covered among the 829 Chinese passengers 
of the Altonower. 
The Bteamer Arabic has arrived with 
1,184 Chinese on board. 
This makes 2,103 
arrived within four days. 
About 2 a. M. Sunday, in front of 136 
Fourth street, Daniel Keefe and Matt 
Neary had a difficulty, in which the latter 
was badly out in the abdomen. 
It is 
feared he will die. 
The journeymen plasterers have passed 
this resolution: 
“ That we invite 
all 
journeymen plasterers in this city to co­ 
operate with ns in demanding to work 
only eight hours per day, and such wages 
as shall be fixed by the majority of jour 
neymen plasterers, at a meeting called for 
that purpose.”

Retiring to Concord, where he lived to the 
end, Mr. Emerson devoted himself to a life 
of letters, producing a considerable number 
of books in pro«e aud poetry and lecturing in 
this country and abroad as solicited by de­ 
mand for his utterances. 
He never culti­ 
vated popularity as a speaker, but his voice 
was, at one period of his' life, heard frequent­ 
ly on the question of slavery, woman's rights 
and other subjects of current and particular 
interest.

NOTES. 


There has lately been imported trom 
Chicago, by D. L. Levy, the two celebrated 
prize dogs, Baron \Yalkdin and Praitio 
Girl. 
The California Rifle Association will hold 
their spriDg shooting tournament on the 
first Saturday and Sunday in June at Shell 
Mound Park. 
A large number of trout has been in San 
Pablo creek during the week. 
Saa Pablo 
enters into the bay a short distance above 
San Pablo Station. 
Large quantities of salmon are being 
caught near Port Costa. 
It is reported 
that grain vessels, while at that point, are 
supplied with the lish caught from the 
ship’s side. 
The streams up beyond Bridgeport—now 
called Cordelia Station, on the line of the 
California Pacific, are reported to be full of 
large trout. 
These streams are preserved 
by the owners of the land, however, and 
their friends only are permitted to fish 
there. 
The second annual field trials of the Gil­ 
roy Rod aud Gun Club, open to all sport­ 
ing dogs in California, Oregon, Nevada and 
Arizona, will commence on Monday, Oc­ 
tober 23d, near Gilroy. 
Three prizes will 
be offered in each class, to which extra 
prizes will probably be added. 
The State Fish Commissioners will re­ 
ceive in the next three weeks irom the 
Government Commissioner a large supply 
of eggs of the McCloud river trout, which 
will be hatched aud distributed in the 
waters of the State. 
A consignment of 
10,000 eggs has already been received. 
An interesting game of base-ball was 
played at the depot grounds at Healdsburg 
on May-day, between the Healdsburg nine 
and the club from Litton Springs. 
At the 
outset the game was very even. 
The 
Healdsburg nine, however, soon displayed 
their better “ staying" powers, and from 
the fourth winning to the close they forged 
ahead, securing a victory by a score of 37 
to IS. 
Austin E. Tubbs, who has been fishing 
in the neighborhood of Calistoga—between 
that place and Geyser’s—during the past 
week, reports that most of the streams are 
entirely fished out, and that trapping 
seems to have been practiced in some of 
them, which will account for the scarcity 
of fish. 
On the creek near Foss’ station, 
Mr. TubbB and party found a large box 
trap made of saplings. 
The creek was 
diverted into this box, and the water es­ 
caping from it left the fish to die therein. 
The remains of from twelve to fifteen large 
salmon, which bad been caught while goiDg 
to their spawning grounds, were in the 
trap, having apparently been dead about 
fifteen days. 
This manner of taking sal­ 
mon is against the law, and is punishable 
by fine and imprisonment.
